18.—A fire 
started early this morning in the Butler 
Opera House and rapidly spread to ad- 
joining buildings.

NO CLUE TO HIS_ IDENTITY 


Pursued Across the Bowery, 


Stranger First Menaced a Police- 
man, Then Killed Himself. 


Backed up. against the area railing of 
the lodging house at 6 Second Street, just 
east of the Bowery, in which the muti- 
lated body of a woman of the Bowery 
was found last August, a shabby figure 
fin a black cravenette coat and a slouch 
hat flourished 4 magazine revolver yes- 
terday afternqon, while in the doorway of 
the house crouched a Detective Sergeant. 
A patrolman in uniform stood only ten 
feet away. 

Finally the revolver was leveled at the 
uniformed policeman, who made a slight 
gesture with his hand. Then the man 
leaning against the railing placed the re- 
volver against his own !eft breast and 
fired three of the sixteen cartridges in its 
magazine. -_He was, dead when an ambu- 
lance surgeon raised his head from the 
ground. : 


The dead man ‘had béen ‘identified not} 


fifteen minutes before on the street by 
Samuel Reyman, a Mount Vernon jeweler, 
who had been held up and robbed on 
Monday night in his store at 62 Mount 
Vernon Avenue, Reyman had just put 
his most valuable pieces in the safe when 
@ man wearing a cravenette coat and a 
black slouch hat entered. Whipping out 
@ magazine revolver, the stranger de- 
manded that Reyman pass over his best 
pieces. Reyman stared at him with his 
hands above his,head. , 

With an’ oath) the’strangér, still holding 
the revolver in his right hand, smashed 
through the glass of a showcase with his 

ft. With the lockets, chains, bracelets, 


*"Bénd the like contained in it, he filled his 


jpockets. Having warned the jeweler to 
make no outcry, he ran into the street, 
® where neither Reyman nor the police 


* could find any trace of him, beyond a 


large knife lying on the ground. 

Reyman and Detective Sergt. George G. 
Atwell of the Mount Vernon force went 
to Police Headquarters in Mulberry Street 
yesterday, and looked through the 
Rouges’ .Gallery. Among some.ten pict- 
ures of crimffials showh f hint Réythan 
thought hé‘sawia pesemblgnce’fo the man 
who had robbed him. 

The record and photographs of No. 6,100 
interested him most. No. 6,100 is Will- 
fam Madison, a former member of the 
Seventy-first Regiment, who in 1902 shat- 
tered the glass in a Forty-second Street 
pawnshop window and made off with a 
tray of diamonds. Reyman was almost 
positive that Madison was his man. The 
Headquarters men told the jeweler that 
they would find out whether Madison had 
finished his sentence while he went out to 
luncheon. 

After luncheon on the Bowery Atwell 
and Reyman, on their way back to Head- 
quarters through Houston Street, had 
just crossed Elizabeth Street when on the 
northwest corner they were passed by the 
man in the cravenette and the slouch hat, 

“That's the man; that's the man!” 
Reyman whispered to Atwell. 

Atwell was not slow to act. He seized 
the man quickly by the elbow and said: 

* You'll go-to .Headquarters.”’ 

Instantly the man struck him in the 
face and on the head ag he exclaimed: 

“The —— I will!” 

Atwell was using a small billy about his 
antagonist’s head when the latter shot 
his right hand into his outside coat 
pocket. Atwell dropped to the pavement 
as a@ magazine revolver swung over his 
head. The stranger darted north through 
Elizabeth Street. The detective followed, 
firing two shots into the ground from his 
own revolver to warn policemen who 
might be along the path of chase. At 
Bleecker.-Street a man with outstretched 
arms put himself in the way of the flee- 
ing man only to have the menacing re- 
volver waved before his eyes. 

The citizen fell back, while the other 
turned east through Bleecker Street.

Italian Foreign Minister Denies the, 
Triple Alliance Has Been Weak- 


‘ ROME, Dec. 18.—Foreign Minister Tit- 
toni in the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
™Tade a statement regarding Italy’s for- 
‘eign policy. He confirmed previous state- 
ments regarding the permanency of the 
Triple Alliance.and the good relations ex- 
isting between Germany and Italy and | 
Austria and Italy, said he saw no prob-! 
ability of a conflict between Germany and 
Great Britain, and assured the House that 
the most friendly relations prevailed be- 
tween Italy, Great Britain, and France. 

In the course of his reference to the 
Triple Alliance, Signor Tittoni said: 

“It has been said that the Triple Alliance 
has been modified, or transformed, and 
that it has become essentially a peaceful 
alliance. The alliance has always been 
peaceful. Its most precious feature is 
that it is an efficacious instrument of 
peace, and the more so since its existence 
has been generally known. But' this does 
not prevent the most friendly relations 
with outside powers. Doubts have been} 
cast on the advantages which Italy re- 
ceives from the Triple Alliance. In this 
connection it may be pointed out that it 
was the Triple Alliance which allowed us 
to follow an independent policy and thus 
saved us from the bitter surprises which 
many nations, including the Italians, have 
had when isolated. 

“It is not true that Italy’s position in | 
the Triple Alliance is inferior to that of 
her two allies.’’ 

Continuing, the Foreign Minister classed 
as imaginary the allegations of German | 
interference with Italian interests in Trip- 
oli and German jealousy of the Anglo- 
Franco-Italian conovention regarding | 
Abyssinia, the text of which had been 
communicated to Germany before the 
document was signed 

“Tf war should break out among the 
great powers,’’ continued Signor Tittonl, 
“the consequences may be summarized | 
in the statement that it would result .in | 
the general bankruptcy of Europe. There- |} 
fore the programme of the Itallan | 
Government is to maintain and consoli- 
date the Triple Alliance, and maintain | 
and consolidate her friendship with 
France and Great Britain. The suecess of 
this programme is assured on the one! 
cor-cition, that we exercise the greatest 
sincerity and lovalty in our relations with 
Germany and France. The statement 
which I have made to-day is identical ; 
with declarations which I have made to 
the representatives of those two powers, 
without reserve, without concealment, | 
and with no ambiguity." 

Some persons, %e continued, had re-| 

marked that the danger of political and 
antagonism between Germany 
and Great Britain was creating an un- 
tenable. position for Italy. The powers 
which formed the Triple Alliance took into 
account, in the interests of Italy, the ne- 
cessity for constantly maintaining friend- } 
ly relations with Great Britain, but in! 
the event of an Anglo-German confiict 
Italy alone would not be in a delicate po- 
sition. Austria, having relations of a cor- 
dial nature with Great Britain, dating 
much further back than those of Italy, : 
would also be preoccupied. Indeed, friend- ! 
ship with Great Britain had been the con- 
stant basis of Austria’s policy since the 
Eighteenth Century. That the relations 
between Great Britain.and Germany were 
“improving could be seen in many inci- 
dents. 

It was not true that Germany had 
asked Italy to assist her in preventing 
the intervention of other powers at the 
Algeciras Conference. He, Signor Tittoni, 
did not wish to dwell upon the passing 
clouds at Algeciras, as Chancellor von 
Buelow’s statements had done away with 
the necessity of any discussion of the sub- 
ject, showing that =~ tg agreements 
with France did not conflict with her ob- 
ligations as a member of the Triple Alli- 
ance, thus acknowledging the correctness

‘“‘I. most emphatically declare 
Baron von Aehrenthal (the Austro-Hun- 
garian Foreign Minister) and myself have 
decided to proceed in everything with full 
accord and to treat with composure and 
with sentiments of sincere reciprocal be- 
nevolence. all incidents which may arise, 
without taking into account popular mani- 
festations which we both deplore,,and to 
favor and to do everything possible to 
further the rapprochment between the two 
nations, to avoid all 
safeguard all susceptibilities.” 

Signor Tittoni also dealt at considerable 
length with the Balkan situation. He 
said that Italy and Austria would agree 
to the maintenance of the status quo if It 
was found impossible for them to support 
the policy of autonomy on the basis or 
principle of nationality. Italy had re- 
jected the advice she had received to pro- 
pose to Austria that they partition the 
Albanian territory.

Star Tavern, also known as Witt’s City 
Tavern, being mentioned. In this city 
there has always been much debate

National Capitol. Now, Dr. Godfrey as- 
serts in writing to Gov. Stokes that he 


; has the original lease of the building and 


papers to verify all his contentions. He 
| Suggests that if Gov. Stokes is too busy

TOO MUCH MONEY FOR WAR. 


Senator Hale Would Check Both the 
Army and Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Senator War- 
ren informed the Senate to-day that he 
would insist on the passage of the bill 
increasing the Artillery Corps before the 
Fortifications Appropriation bill came up. 
He believed it useless to appropriate be- 
tween $6,000,000 and $15,000,000 a year to 
increase the fortifications of the country 
and then fail to provide men to man them 
properly. > 

“We now have three guns to every 
man,”” he remarked. 

“The Senator ought to have added,” in- 
terrupted Senator Hale, “that we have 
no enemies.”” Mr. Hale added that the 
argument of the army had been “that 
you could not have an army without guns, 
and when the guns are supplied they turn 
about and say what is the use to have} 
guns and fortifications without men?” 

“The disease is just as deep in the 
navy, and I am inclined to think deeper | 
than ft is in the army,” he added. “I 
have tried for years, and shall try again 
this year, to keep down naval expendi- 
turcs. But the milttary establishments 
are alike. Each is seeking to aggrandize | 
itself. Two-thirds of the revenves of the 
country to-day ere devoted to the pay- 
ment of the burdens of past wars, like 
pensions, and experditures in view of;

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DICAL AUTO CHANGES 
IN A. A. A. MANAGEMENT 


State Associations Hereafter Will 
Do the Real Work. 


PRACTICAL TOURING BENEFITS 


Under New Method, Many National 
Directors Will Be Dropped—Sign- 
board Work to be Pushed. 


Changes tn management of far-reaching im- 
portance in the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation will go into effect immediately after 
the annual meeting to be held in this city 
during the automobile show one month from 
this week in Madison Square Garden. With 
these changes, new methods will also be adopt- 
ed toward accomplishing more work next year 
along the practical Mnes of motoring that, 
either directly or indirectly, will benefit every 
owner of a motor car. The State associations 
hereafter will be the vital working forces of the 
National organization, and the former will be 
represented upon the Executive Board of the 
National body in proportion to their respective 
memberships. Every State association will be 
entitled to one Director for every 500 members, 
and no Directors can be elected from States 
where no automobile association exists. 

This action has been taken for the express 
purpose of encouraging the formation of new 
State associations, as it is believed that more 
effectual results will be accomplished in the 
interests of good roads, the erection of proper 
sign boards, and other benefits for tourists 
can be accomplished in this way than through 
the direct work of the National body. With 
this change going Into effect on Jan. 18 and 
the practical surety that no new State associa- 
tions will be formed until after that meeting, 
& number of changes in the Directorate of the 
National Board are inevitable. 

At present the Directors, including officers, 
number twenty-nine. The five State associa- 
tions now in existence, New York, Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey, Ohio, and Illinois, furnish 
twenty-one, and the remaining eight come from 
seven different States. All of the latter will 
have to be dropped, among them being Col. E. 
H. R. Green of Texas and R. L. Lippitt of 
Rhode Island. It is likely, however, that sév- 
eral new State associations will be formed 
within the next six months, and arrangements 
will be made for giving them immediate rep- 
resentation on the National Board. Rhode Isl- 
and, Maryland, Cennecticut, and Kentucky 
are exnected to be added to the list of State 
associations at an early date. Plans are also 
under way whereby the Motor Federation of 
Pennsylvania will be affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association. 

Under the new system of apportionment only 
16 Directors can be elected to the American Au- 
tomobile Association Executive Board in Janu- 
ary, New York will have eight, as ite mem- 
bership is about 4,000, At present New York 
has seven, Massachusetts, with a trifle over 
1,500 members, will have three Directors, 
whereas it now has six. New Jersey and IIli- 
nois, both with memberships of about 1,200, 
will have two Directors each. At present New 
Jersey has five and Illinois one.

STANDING WINS MATCH 
FROM FRENCH CHAMPION 


Ferdinand Garcin Loses Court 
Tennis Contest by 2 to 0. 


FAST PLAY THROUGHOUT 


Racquet and Tennis Club Professional 
Outclasses Opponent in Brilliant 
Game—Winner in Good Form. 


brilllant court tennis 
matches ever witnessed In this city George 
Standing, the professional of the New York 
Racquet and Tennis Club, yesterday defeated 
Ferdinand Garcin, champion of France, in the 
court of the New York Racquet and Tennis 
Club in two straight sets by the score of 8—8, 
8—3. 

It was the Frenchman's first appearance fn 
New York, and while he conceded the Ameri- 
can professional champion odds of half 15, he 
was completely outclassed by his younger op- 
ponent. Not only did Standing win handily, 
but he could have easily defeated Garcin on 
even terms, and it is probable that a match 
for the championship will be played by the 
two men before Garcin returns to France.

This 
declaration on the part of Mr. Van Wormer was 
called forth by the assertions Which have been 
repeated of late that he would agair’ allow his 
name to be placed in nomination for the office 
of President of the club for election on Tuesday, 
Jan. 8," provided it was the wish of the ma- 
jority of the members., The statement of Mr. 
Van Wormer, made in a most emphatic man- 
ner, eliminates him ftom a situation which is 
perplexing the entire membership of the or- 
ganization. 

In speaking of the tangle of affairs at the 
New York Athletic Club the retifing President 
declared that it was the result of a number of 
unruly spirits gaining temporary contro! of cer- 
tain cliques of the younger members.

Dr, Guinness Tells Audience Bel- 
gian King Is Guilty. 





CONGRESS IS ASKED TO ACT 


Resolutions Adopted with a Whoop— 
Robert C. Ogden and Lyman Ab- 
bott Join in Appeal. 


Fully fifteen hundred men and women 
heard the horrors of the Congo described 
in Cooper Union last evening. The prinot- 
pal speaker was Dr. Grattan Guinness, 
Director of the Regents’ Union of Eng- 
land, who is in this country endeavoring 
to get the United States to join with Eng- 


land and other countries with a view to! 


stopping the atrocities committed upon 
the Congo natives. 

As Dr. Guinness described how the sav- 
ages were being mutilated to force them 
to gather rubber, and in their mutilated 
condition set a living example for their 
fellow-creatures, the audience became 
hushed with interest. The men and wo-

men present acted as though they had 
been stupefied by what they had heard. 
In the end they indorsed the resolution 
which Director Charles Sprague Smith 
read urging the passage of Senator 
Lodge’s resolution of investigation now in| 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs in the 
Senate.

“Women as well as men are compelled 
to do the bidding of these sentinels with 
guns in their hands. I will cite you only 
one instance, that of a woman who re- 
fused to do the bidding of one of these 
sentinels. He struck her in the abdomen 
with the butt of his rifle so that she was 
maimed for life. Then he cut off one of 
her feet. When recently an investigating 
committee went to the Congo the hus- 
band of this woman carried his maimed 
wife for miles until he had her at the 
feet of the Commissioners and then 
—— her down before them. 

“Three million of these savages have 
been killed in the last few years, and the 
number which has been mutilated is 
beyond computation. There are to-day 
30,000 of these sentinels in the Congo 
armed with guns, and you may rest as- 
sured that they use them. A- friend of 
mine saw a boat pass him on one of the 
rivers of the Congo with no less than 
fifty hands in the bottom of it, to be 
taken to the authorities to show that the 
ammunition which was ny used was

The letter of Robert C. Ogden was in 
part as follows: 

The alleged barbarities in the Congo Free 
State have seemed to be so far beyond belief 
and so thoroughly out of harmony with the 
Christian civilization of the present age as to 
cast a doubt upon their accuracy, but recent 
testimony seems to have entirely confirmed the 
statements concerning the treatment of the 
African natives in that State under the au- 
thority of King Leopold of Belgium. It would 
therefore seem that the time has arrived when 
the civilized world should protest in the name 
of humanity against the prevailing policy, and 
that American diplomacy should find some 
means, in co-operation with other Govern- 
ments, by which the suffering Africans may be 
relieved and this blot upon Christian civiliza- 


| tion for the future be completely removed. 


It would seem to be entirely plain that our 
Government has responsibility in this. matter, 
and that public opinion, without distinction of 
creed or race, should make a protest so em- 
phatic as to be heard and heeded. 

Lyman Abbott wrote, in part: 

“The conditions that have been de- 
scribed are so horrible that it is not 
strange that they have appeared to be in- 
credible. They are now substantiated by 
the official report of a commission, whose 
report certainly cannot be disregarded as 
prejudiced against the Government which 
appointed it. The remedy is, first, an 
awakened public opinion through some 


| official utterance by the civilized Govern- 


ments of the world. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that our own Government will take 
part in this expression.”

MISS SCHNITZER’S RECITAL. 


A Young Planist of Remarkable Music- 
al Powers but Unripe Development. 


Miss Germaine Schnitzer was heard by 
a rather unusually large audience at her 
first appearance in Mendelssohn Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. She is a young pianist 
who has attracted favorable attention on 
the other side of the water, and who 
showed at her recital plenty of talent and 
a large measure of accomplishment as 
well. She is still young, and her youth ts 
manifested in her playing. She has 
strength to a degree not often vouchsafed 
to young women, and the power of using 
it to produce some striking and uncom- 
mon effects. Thus her tone upon the in- 
strumentis remarkably large and unctuous 
in quality,and she can control it toa fine- 
spun delicacy. She has likewisea fine equip- 
ment of technical dexterity and brilliancy. 
But Miss Schnitzer has qualities other 
than those which are obtainable from 
strength of arm and finger and the culti- 
vation of the mechanics of performance— 
qualities that make her playing interest- 
ing and promising in spite of many faults 
that exist in it at present. She has un- 
questionably a positive musical tempera- 
ment and a strong individuality; and 
when she has emerged from the period of 
youthful stress and acquired a greater 
poise they ought to make her an artist of 
distinguished power. 

Her programme suggested that her 
ideals at present have a good deal of the 
stock of the virtuoso in them, the desire 
to impose through sonorous and ear-fill- 
ing sound and bewildering brilliancy— 
there were the inevitable transcription by 
Liszt of one of Bach's organ fugues—this 
time that in A minor; Schumann's “ Car- 
naval,’’ Liszt's affected and insincere 
** Benediction de Dieu,’’ Chopin’s A flat 
Ballade and two studies, a toccata by 
Saint-Saéns, and brilliant derangements 
of pieces by Schubert. 

There was poetic imagination in her 
playing of Schumann's wonderful series of 
tonal pictures, an evident intention to give 
characterization to the rapidly shifting 
moods in them. But it was treated too 
much as a virtuoso piece; with too much 
anxiety for violent contrast of dynamics, 
and with a most restless conception of 
freedom in rhythm. Between her thun- 
derous fortissimo and her whispered pian- 
issimo there is almost no middle ground. 
Her rubato is so constant and excessive 
as almost to deprive her playing of all 
rhythmic feeling; and this was true also 
of her interpretation of Chopin’s ballade. 
The. ‘‘ March of the Davidsbiindler"’ at 
the close of the “‘ Carnaval’’ she took at 
an altegether too slow ‘pace, that the ef- 
fect of the-reminiscences of the earlier 
scenes might be enhanced. The mood of 
improvisation which she imparted to some 
of the ‘‘ Carnaval’’ scenes was charming; 
there were many poetic moments both in 
this and in the musie of Chopin, and 
many iusciously sung bits of cantilena. 
But everywhere, in accent, in phrasing, 
and in most of the elements of expression 
there was exaggeration. 

But there is much promise fn such an 
artistic nature as Miss Schnitzer’s; her 
faults are those of youth and impetuos- 
ity. The'ripening and clarifying proc- 
esses that ought to come to one of her 
equipment will bring a clearer vision and 
repose, which are the things she stands 
now most in need of.

EDUCATORS DEDICATE 
CLINTON HIGH SCHOOL 


2,000 City Officials, Alumni, and 
Public at the Exercises. 


PRESIDENT BUTLER’S SPEECH 


He Tells of the Advantages of Sec- 
ondary Schools—Alumni Have 
a Dinner. 


The new building of the De Witt Clin- 
ton High Schoo] was formally dedicated 
and thrown open to the inspection of 
city and Board of Education offictals, 
alumni, and friends of the school last 
night. 

The auditorium, in which the exercises 
were held, will seat 2,000 persons, and 
every seat was filled. On the platform 
were many men prominent in educational! 
affairs and several city officials who have 
been identified with the growth of the 
schools. 


The principal address of the evening 


was made by Nicholas Murray Butler, 
President of Columbia. Dr. John T. Bu- 
chanan, who has been Principal of the 
school since it was founded, in 1897, wel- 
comed the guests and gave an outline of 
{ts growth and development. The keys 
of the new school were then surrendered 
by Richard H. Adams, Chairman of the 
Boarg of Education Committee on Build- 
ings, to Egerton L. Winthrop, Jr., Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education. Ran- 


dolph Guggenheimer formally accepted 
the building, as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on High and Training Schools. 

Controller Herman A. Metz, in a brief 
spose. assured the Board of Education 
that as Controller he would do all in his 
power to give them ‘anything they 
wanted.” He believed, he said, that in 
educational matters every effort should 
be made to avoid false economy. 

President Butier’s speech was devoted 
to a consideration of the value of second- 
ary schools. He said our public second- 
ary school system was nowhere surpassed, 
although we could not perhaps say as 
much for our universities and primary 
schools. He said the chances of a boy 
who had gone to a secondary school were 
twenty-two times greater to succeed in 
after life. than those of the boy who had 
not had such an advantage. He closed 
with an expression of appreciation of the 
services of De Witt Clinton in the cause 
of education. 

The exercises were opened by a prayer 
by the Rev. Merle St. Croix Wright. The 
Rev. Dr. W, R. Huntington, Rector of 
Grace Church, delivered the benediction. 
Under the direction of J. Remington Fair- 
lamb the Students’ Choral Club and or- 
chestra rendered selections from Bee- 
thoven, Wagner, and Gounod. After the 
dedicatory exercises the building was 
thrown open to the public for inspection, 
A banquet of the alumni was held in the 
large dining hall of the school.

Slump Follows Decline on Stock 
_ Exchange. 


Greene Copper and the Merger Stock 
Make Substantial Losses—St. 
Paul Rights Drop. 


Declines were general in the curb list 
yesterday chiefly out of sympathy with 
the course of the inside market, and some 
substantial losses were recorded among 
those mining shares which were most 
active. The new stock, when issued, of 
the merged Greene and Cananea Central 
properties dropped from 23% to 21% on 
sales of 5,000 sheres, but made a slight 
recovery at the close, to 21%.

PUBLIC SCHOOL FIRE: 
ENDANGERS 800 LIVES 


Old Building Lacks Proper Facili- 
ties for Escape. 


FIREMEN WARN’ TEACHERS 


If the Fire Had Galned Headway, They 
Deciare, 500 Would Have Perished 


—Drill Proves Its Value. 


When the cry of fire was raised in Pub- 
|lic School 180 at 12 Vandewater Street 
yesterday there was great excitement 
among the teachers and pupils, who for 
months had been complaining of the lack 
of facilities to escape in case of trouble. 
The building, which is old and lacks mod- 
ern conveniences, Js equipped with one big 
stairway, but that would not have been of 
|} much service to the 800 children in the 
| school if they had to get out in a hurry. 
| The only other exit was by way of a flight 
lof narrow stairs, and then by way of a 
steep stairway to the schoolyard. 

The fire was discovered in a vaultlike| 
storeroom adjoining the narrow stairway. 
Several policemen, aided vy the janitor, 
succeeded in putting out the fire before 
| the firemen arrived. Their prompt action 
| and the good work done by the teachers, 
| who enforced the fire drill rule, undoubt- 
edly resulted im the saving of iife. 

None of the pupils in the school wan’ 
more than 10 years old. The majority | 
of them were tots of 7. They were chil-! 
| dren of various nationaiities—Greeks, Ital- 
lians, Russians, Germans, Swedes, and 
| Spanish. 
| It was 2:40 o’clock in the afternoon, 
|when the janitor, John F. Hughes, saw 
smoke issuing from the ground floor. | 
| Hughes, who was repairing a door bell, 
|ran up stairs to inform the Principal, John 
| B. Brown. Mr. Brown, who had started } 
|down to investigate, met the janitor, who | 
| told him it looked like a fire in the store- 
jroom on the ground floor. 
| Principal Brown turned 
'from the school firebox. 
| up stairs and notified the 
|them to stick to their classes until every 
| child was safely out of the building. 

' The fire drill signal was then sounded. 
|The monitor in charge of each class led 
| the children in single file down the main | 
|stairway to the street. Each teacher 
watched to see her pupils safe. On the} 
way to the street the children were obliged 
to pass the storeroom, from which the} 
smoke was pouring in dense volumes. On 
the other side of the storeroom was the| 
steep, narrow stairway. so often com- 
plained of. Some of the teachers who| 
learned that the fire had not gained 
much headway led their pupils out by 
| way of the narrow stairs to gain time. 

On the fifth floor there were seventy 
girls, and some of them became hyster- 
ical. They wept and clung to the skirts 
of their teacher, but she finally succeeded | 
in quieting them by telling them that! 
the fire had been started as a joke to see | 
how many could keep from getting ex- | 
cited. By this means she got them to/} 
the street without mishap. 

Policeman Clinton of the Oak Street 
| Station, aided by several other policemen 
and the school janitor, extinguished the} 
blaze in the storeroom without the aid of 
| the firemen, who declared, when they ar- 
| rived, that if the flames had had a five} 
minutes’ start, at least 500 children would 
have perished on account of the lack of 
| preper facilities to escape. The narrow | 
stairway, they said, would prove a death 
trap if a fire ever gained any headway in 
the building.
